What the King Means to the Empire 

“I swear by Almighty God to be 
loyal to King George, the Sixth, his 
heirs, and successors.” 

Every loyal British subject will take | 
this oath of allegiance, whether in 
thought or voice, to his king, on May 
the twelfth. 

For the first time in history the 
Dominions will play a direct role in 
the Coronation. The homage that the’ 
people pay is significant of the tie 
that binds the Empire. 

Teh pageantry of the ceremonies 
may cause many to forget that the 
Coronation is a religious ceremony, 
the greater part of which takes place 
in Westminster Abbey, conducted by 
the Archbishop of Canterbury. It is 
tlso significant of the welding into 
an Empire of the British Common- 
wealth of nations. The Coronation {s 
an emblem of the continuity of Brit- 
ish History and 1s a tribute to. the 
loyalty to royalty in whose name the 
Empire has been built up. 

By the statute of Westminster, 1931, 
each Dominion was given the status 
of a nation. Now each may make its 
own laws and its own agreements 
without the interference of the Brit- 
ish Government. The authority of the 
Mother Country, in the Empire, fs tn 
fReory and in practice at an end. This 
political fredom does not indicate a’ 
breaking up of the Empire but a clos- 
er union, under the loyalty of one 
king, a king of the peoples’ choice.

For the first time in the history of 
the province, the British Columbia 
laws are to be printed on Canadian 
paper. Seventeen tons of stock have 
been ordered from Eastern Canada 
for the purpose. Hitherto, Old Country 
has 
been used. British manufacturers 
have always used esparto grass which 
cocmes from Mediterranean countries. 
However, on account of trade difficul- 
ties in Italy and the war in Spain, es- 
parto has not been available in  vol- 
ume, and the Old Country manufact- 
urers were unable to supply any 
large orders of paper. After enquiry,

ALL C. N. R. TRACK 
GETS SAFETY TEST

Montreal,— During the past year, 
two Sperry Rail Detector cars work- 
ing on the lines of the Canadian Nat- 
ional Railways covered more’ than 
12,000 miles of track, it was learned 
recently in th office of C. B, Brown, 
chief engineer of operation. Examin- 
ations have now been discontinued 
for the winter season. 

Periodic testing of the rails is part 
of the Canadian National mainten- 
ance program. Rails that are perfect 
when the yare put down sometimes 
develop internal fisures. As the Sper- 
ry Car passes along the track, the de 
tector finds them out by electrical im- 
pulses and automatically dabs the 
spot with paint. Faulty steel is taken 
up before it bas a chance to rupture. 

In November, one car covered 658 
miles in Ontario. Another worked in 
the Western Region, examining 453 
miles in Inwood, Carman, Miami, 
Sprague, Fort Francces and Kasha- 
bowie subdivisions.
